We  do  not  leave 
Vancouver  College  behind  us,  so  much  as 
we  take  it  into  the  world  with  us.  We  leave 
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this  institution  to  create  the  future  as  we  de¬ 
sire  it  should  be.  We  are  given  one  final  gift 
when  into  our  hands  is  passed  the  world  with 
all  its  problems  and  all  its  treasures  for  us 
to  solve  and  to  discover.  As  we  continue  to 
grow  and  learn  in  life,  we  will  never  forget 
the  time  spent  at  a  place  we  called  “home”; 
Vancouver  College.

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1922-1992 

History 

of 

V  ancou ver 
College 

Tuesday,  September  5,  1922, 

marked  the  opening  of  Vancouver 
College,  in  the  red-brick  building 
on  Richards  Street,  known  as  Rosary  Hall, 
with  a  student  enrollment  of  91  students. 
The  founding  community  of  Brothers  Lan- 
non,  Keane,  Reid,  and  Murtagh  was  housed 
in  a  rented  residence  at  112  Broughton 
Street.  Herein  was  germinated  a  legacy,  of 
high  educational  and  athletic  ideals,  that 
were  the  ear-marks  of  the  fledgling  foun¬ 
dation:  the  vision  of  men  with  a  mission. 

The  great  Canadian  poet,  Charles  Roberts, 
speaking  to  his  own  generation,  aptly  ad¬ 
vised:  “Let  your  past  convince  your  fu¬ 
ture.”  In  our  recounting  and  recalling  of 
the  successful  highlights,  that  have  consti¬ 
tuted  Vancouver  College’s  70  years  history: 
its  25th,  50th,  and  60th  Jubilee  Milestones, 
let  us  always  keep  firmly  in  mind,  the  re¬ 
alities  of  the  early  years  of  College,  that 
provided  the  inspirational  nexus  for  future 
generations  of  Brothers,  lay  teachers  and 
students. 

A  thoughtful  reading  of  the  chronicling  of 
events  by  the  Founding  Principal,  Brother 
Lannon,  provides  intriguing  insights  into 
the  hopes  and  fears,  successes  and  failures, 
the  steadfast  determination  to  do  great 
things,  even  in  the  face  of  daunting  finan¬ 
cial  problems:  the  monumental  task  of  in¬ 
corporating  and  embodying  into  action,  the 
ideals  set  forth  in  the  school’s  and  the 
Congregation’s  Mottoes:  “Semper  Fidelis 
-  Always  Faithful”  and  “Facere  et  Docere 
-  To  Do  and  To  Teach.” 

The  chronicling  of  events  leading  up  to  the 
acquisition  of  10  acres  of  land  on  the  crest 
of  Shaughnessy  Heights,  the  determined  re¬ 
alization  of  a  permanent  “Private  School” 
and  Brothers’  Residence  by  September, 
1925,  help  us  to  understand  the  vibrancy 
of  an  established  tradition,  that  has  moti¬ 
vated  administrations  over  the  intervening 
years  to  move  forward  with  confidence  and 
pride:  the  translation  of  that  dedication  of 
the  past,  into  a  ‘vision  for  the  future’ 

Epilogue:  Firm  Foundations: 

The  first  V.C.  Annual  (Yearbook)  for  the 
school  year  1927-1928,  offers  a  wonderfully 


concise  and  composite  picture  of  just  how 
well  the  Founding  Brothers  provided  an 
agenda  for  the  future. 

College  enrollment  stood  at  250  students, 
which  included  54  resident  students  and  staff 
of  8  Brothers.  A  full  high  school  Course 
of  Studies,  which  complied  with  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  standards:  Senior  and 
Junior  Matriculation,  was  followed.  Gram¬ 
mar  School,  Grades  3-8,  met  the  required 
College  Examinations’  system  for  grade 
level  promotion  and  high  school  entrance. 
Successful  achievements  and  scholarship 
success  tell  their  own  story. 

The  V.C.  Review  was  published  monthly 
by  the  students  and  the  first  V.C.  Annual 
(Yearbook):  1927-1928  was  published,  just 
five  short  years  after  the  opening  of  the  Col¬ 
lege. 

The  annual  entertainment  featured  dance, 
gymnastic  numbers,  and  as  the  Vancouver 
Sun  noted:  “The  boys  of  College  surprised 
a  capacity  audience  with  a  remarkably  cle¬ 
ver  interpretation  of  the  ever-popular  play: 
“The  Tailor-Made  Man.” 

The  closing  exercises  programme  revealed 
remarkable  achievements:  Oratorical  Ho¬ 
nors  in  the  Greater  Vancouver  District  Fi¬ 
nals,  Debating  and  Public  Speaking 
successes  in  public  competition. 

The  illustrated  annual  featured  an  impres¬ 
sive  College  orchestra  of  some  35  members. 

Sports’  activities  that  same  year  included: 
Bantam  Rugby  (Champions  of  Greater  Van¬ 
couver);  Junior  Rugby  (Champions  of 
Greater  Vancouver);  Intra-mural  Leagues, 
Soccer  tournaments.  Basketball,  Gymnastic 
classes.  Senior  and  Junior  Baseball  and  an 
enthusiastic  Tennis  group  of  30  students. 

Such  was  the  heritage  left  us,  an  awesome 
achievement,  when  we  consider  the  rela¬ 
tively  limited  enrollment,  the  financial  straits 
and  ‘newness’  of  the  young  Foundation. 

77ie  Tradition  and  Mystique: 

Accepting  the  Challenge: 

Such  undertakings  are  never  the  single- 


handed  efforts  of  a  handful  of  men,  how¬ 
ever  dedicated  they  might  be.  The  efforts 
of  Very  Rev.  Dr.  O’Boyle,  O.M  .I.,  Rector 
of  the  Cathedral,  on  behalf  of  Archbishop 
Casey  of  Vancouver,  and  the  concurrence 
of  the  Superior  General  of  the  Christian 
Brothers:  Br.  Hennessey,  made  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  school,  first  mooted  in  1906. 
the  reality  of  1922. 

Hardly  had  the  first  graduates  of  College 
left  its  portals  when  Br.  Lannon  was  busy 
organizing  an  Alumni  Association,  to  help 
implement  plans  to  ensure  the  future  well¬ 
being  of  College.  The  first  President  was 
James  O' Hagan  and  the  splendid  O' Hagan 
Field  pays  tribute  to  his  name  and  his  abid¬ 
ing  interest  in  College. 

Throughout  the  70  years  of  its  history,  ded¬ 
icated  men  and  women  have  worked  tire¬ 
lessly  and  successfully,  accepting  the 
demanding  responsibilities  of  chair-persons 
and  members  of  organizational  units  formed 
to  further  the  objectives  and  aspirations  of 
the  14  Brothers  who  administered  the  affairs 
of  College. 

Boards  of  Directors.  Mothers’  Associations. 
Alumni  Associations,  Auction-Dinner- 
Dance  Committees,  Parents'  Associations, 
Foundation  Organizations,  are  but  some  of 
the  many  efforts  that  have  made  the  Van¬ 
couver  College  Complex  of  the  "90’s,  the 
envy  and  admiration  of  the  citizens  of  Van¬ 
couver. 

Generous  benefactors  have  left  lasting  mon¬ 
uments  in  the  form  of  generous  grants,  be¬ 
quests,  and  building  units:  McCormack 
Hall,  Mackin  Hall,  Nichol  Hall,  O'Hagan 
Memorial  Field. 

A  zealous  band  of  lay  teachers  has  worked 
closely  with  the  Brothers  over  the  years  and 
some  in  continuity  over  a  25  year  period. 

Successive  administrators  have  made  unique 
contributions  in  upgrading  existing  facilities 
and  in  establishing  new  additions:  Brother 
E.B.  Walsh  1939-1945  organized  our  Moth¬ 
ers'  Auxiliary,  founded  a  Students’  Coun¬ 
cil.  introduced  American  Football,  asphalted 
the  Tennis  Courts  and  organized  the  First 
Cadet  Corps  at  V.C.  Brother  D.  Cunning- 


ham  1945-1948  established  the  Silver  Jub¬ 
ilee  Drive  Fund  for  a  gymnasium  facility. 
Brother  W.C.  Penny,  1948-1954  established 
Commencement  Exercises  at  College  and 
brought  the  dream  of  a  new  gymnasium  to 
fruition. 

Brother  J.C.  Bates  1954-1960,  1975-1977: 
sought  and  achieved  accreditation  for  Col¬ 
lege,  presided  over  the  building  of  Mackin 
Hall  and  made  extensive  upgrading  im¬ 
provements  to  College’s  playing  field. 
Brother  F.R.  Finch,  1960-1966  saw  Nichol 
Hall  built,  the  installation  of  new  athletic 
facilites  (lockers,  shower  units)  above  the 
Gymnasium  and  the  building  of  new  science 
Chemistry  and  Physics  Labs.  It  was  also 
during  Br.  Finch’s  tenure  that  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  classes  at  Cartier  Hall  took  place 
and  the  provision  of  a  study  hall  for  board¬ 
ers  was  realized. 

Brother  Bucher,  1968-1975,  made  extensive 
renovations  and  upgradings  to  the  Board¬ 
ers’  Facilities,  established  a  comprehensive 
Resource  Center  for  College,  and  a  new 
Teachers’  Faculty  Room  on  the  second  floor 
of  the  school.  Student  Class  Retreats  re¬ 
ceived  a  considerable  new  impetus  under 
Br.  Bucher  and  the  increase  in  interest  by 
Grade  XII  level  students,  indicated  a  suc¬ 
cessful  approach  to  modern  youth  and  their 
problems.  A  meeting  with  parents  by  the 
principal,  set  the  stage  for  a  revamping  of 
the  Grammar  School,  both  as  regards  the 
teaching  approach  and  the  physical  changes 
needed  to  back  it  up.  A  volunteer  Teach¬ 
ers’  Aid  Corps  was  also  made  operational. 

Br.  M.A.  Maher,  1977-1983,  devoted  his 
considerable  energies  in  successfully  real¬ 
izing  the  first  phase  of  a  building  program, 
designed  to  renew,  renovate  or  rebuild  cer¬ 
tain  structural  facilities  on  the  campus.  The 
first  phase  -  completed  August  24,  1981, 
was  a  badly  needed  New  Residence  for  the 
Brothers.  It  replaced  the  old  St.  Michael’s 
Hall  Residence.  Parking  lot  facilities  for  the 
Residence  and  School  were  paved,  general 
grounds’  pavement  and  curbing,  plus 
flower-beds’  restoration,  served  to  enhance 
the  environment  of  College.  The  massive 
upgrading  of  O’ Hagan  Field  and  the  bunker 
addition  fell  within  the  orbit  of  Br.  Michael 
Maher. 


The  brief  stewardship  of  Brother  John  F. 
McHugh,  1985-1987,  saw  the  revitalization 
of  a  strong  Board  of  Directors,  which  was 
to  play  such  a  vital  and  integral  part  in  the 
planned  reorganization  of  the  physical  struc¬ 
ture  of  College,  at  that  time  surfeited  with 
‘Temporary  Buildings.’  The  readjustments 
of  administrative  responsibilities  was  also 
undertaken  with  several  Assistant  Vice- 
Principals  being  established  at  the  High 
School  level.  It  was  under  Br.  John 
McHugh’s  regime  that  the  concept  of  a  Mid¬ 
dle  School  was  proposed  and  initiated. 

Brother  Joseph  Farrell  was  appointed  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  Vancouver  College  in  1987  and  his 
tenure  of  office  coincides  with  the  70th  An¬ 
niversary  of  the  school. 

Brother  has  directed  his  energies  towards 
the  multi-faceted  aspects  that  make  Van¬ 
couver  College  the  vibrant  ‘School  Com¬ 
munity’  that  it  is  today.  As  the  College 
enters  another  milestone  in  its  long  history. 
Brother  Joseph  Farrell  has  striven  to  achieve 
a  closer  than  ever  collaboration  between  the 
Christian  Brothers  and  the  Laity. 

Indigenous  to  this  relationship,  is  the  dy¬ 
namic  Board  of  Directors,  which  through 
its  Planning  and  Development  Committee, 
brought  to  fruition  the  New  Wing,  which 
was  blessed  and  officially  opened  on  Tues¬ 
day,  September  25,  1990. 

The  New  Building: 

The  new  building  houses  9  new  classrooms 
and  other  specialty  areas.  It  embraces 
32,000  square  feet  of  new  facilities:  Mid¬ 
dle/  High  School  Computer  Lab  areas;  new 
state  of  the  art,  Art  rooms;  new  locker  and 
shower  rooms;  an  assembly  room  and  phys¬ 
ical  education  rooms.  It  also  includes  weight 
room,  extensive  storage  rooms  and  perman¬ 
ent  Job  Entry  facilities.  Foyers,  display  ar¬ 
eas,  new  general  classrooms,  access  for  the 
handicapped,  and  new  furnace  and  electri¬ 
cal  utilities,  round  out  the  salient  features 
of  the  new  wing. 

Implications: 

The  implications  for  the  College  Campus 
in  general  were  profound.  A  central  plaza 


was  created,  the  Alumni  Gym  renovated  and 
expansion  into  the  ground  floor  of  Nichol 
Hall,  was  made  possible  for  the  Primary 
Division.  Most  portables  were  removed 
from  the  campus,  the  old  storage  shed  was 
demolished  and  office  space  was  expanded 
and  improved.  Furthermore,  student  lock¬ 
ers  and  overcrowding  in  established  buil¬ 
dings  were  reduced,  a  new  Foundation  and 
Alumni  Office  were  created.  Yearbook  fa¬ 
cilities  moved  to  former  locker  room  areas, 
student  activity  offices  were  provided  and 
the  Band  room  was  considerably  extended. 

Activity  in  High  Gear: 

A  truly  dynamic  and  successfully  active  Par¬ 
ents’  Association  has  achieved  phenomenal 
results  in  achieving  greatly  increased  fund 
raising.  It  has  also  made  an  important  im¬ 
pact  on  the  social  dimension  of  the  ‘School 
Community’  and  to  general  morale  building. 

The  restructuring  of  the  Vancouver  College 
Foundation  has  been  an  important  goal  of 
Brother  Joseph  Farrell  and  the  creation  of 
the  Office  of  Director  of  Development  has 
been  firmly  established.  The  “Commitment 
To  the  Future  -  Capital  Campaign”  project 
argues  well  for  the  future  of  College. 

Financial  Stability  and  Responsibility: 

Under  the  administration  of  Brother  Joseph 
Farrell,  an  era  of  financial  stability  has  come 
to  Vancouver  College.  The  administration 
is  now  providing  remunerative  packages  to 
staff  members,  comparable  to  the  best  in 
the  province. 

As  preparations  proceed,  to  highlight  and 
pay  tribute  to  the  mosaic  of  events  and  peo¬ 
ple,  who  made  us  what  we  are,  we  can  look 
back  with  confidence  and  pride,  in  the 
knowledge  that  the  ‘Vision  of  1922’  was 
ever  honoured,  nurtured  and  expanded. 

With  conviction  we  can  look  forward  to  the 
future,  in  the  realization  that  our  efforts  of 
the  ‘90’s  will  provide  inspiration  for  those 
who  follow  us  into  yet  another  new  age, 
with  all  its  demands  and  challenges.

Twenty-five  years  ago,  Mr.  John  Kavalec,  a  native  of  Flin  Flon,  Mani¬ 
toba,  joined  the  College  staff  for  the  first  time.  In  his  quarter  century  at 
V.C.,  John  has  been  science  teacher  specializing  in  biology,  Basketball 
Coach,  Vice-Principal,  Director  of  Guidance,  Dean  of  Discipline,  and  Act¬ 
ing  Principal.

It  is  in  this  latter  role  that  many  former  students  fondly  re¬ 
member  him,  for  he  had  a  unique  way  of  dealing  with  students  in  trouble. 
Fortunately,  his  bark  was  largely  greater  than  his  bite.  In  recent  years, 
John  has  gone  full  circle  and  is  once  again  full-time  science  and  biology 
teacher.  If  one  thing  can  be  said  to  sum  up  John  Kavalec,  it  is  that  he  is 
loyal,  honest  and  true  to  Vancouver  College.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Kavalec, 
for  your  outstanding  service  to  Vancouver  College.

John’s,  Newfoundland.  With  the  open¬ 
ing  of  Brother  Rice  High  School  in 
1961,  Brother  Keane  was  transferred 
there.  When  he  retired  from  teaching 
in  1968,  he  moved  to  Mono  Mills 
where  he  served  as  Secretary  of  the 
Provincial  Council  and  Archivist  for 
the  Canadian  Province  of  Christian 
Brothers.  It  is  with  love  and  gratitude 
that  we  dedicate  Collegian  ‘92  to  him, 
and  through  him  to  all  the  Brothers  who 
have  served  at  Vancouver  College.

Bricks.  The  word  flashed  through  my  mind  and  spilled 
out  of  my  mouth  as  I  stood  before  a  new  school  in 
September  ’89,  ready  to  become  one  of  90  Eighth 
Graders  primed  to  accept  the  challenges  that  lay 
within.  As  my  eyes  exhaustively  studied  the  struc¬ 
ture  that  looked  down  upon  me,  I  could  only  think 
that  this  was  no  ordinary  concrete  school  with  bright 
orange  doors  and  muted  yellow  walls.  Somehow, 
those  brick  walls  gave  it  depth.  But  it  wasn't  until 
this  year  that  I  realized  the  significance  of  that  first 
impression. 

That  first  year  was  an  awkward  stage.  I,  like  most 
of  my  fellow  students  had  much  adapting  to  do  in 
assuming  the  scholastic  format  that  was  the  result 
of  decades  of  curricular  evolution.  We  formed  new 
bonds  with  new  people,  while  letting  other  bonds 
die  or  fade.  It  was  a  test  of  maturity  set  before  us 
all.  Grade  Nine  held  lesser  challenges  socially,  but 
the  academic  focus  was  expanded,  and  not  as  neb¬ 
ulous  as  it  had  been  in  Grade  Eight.  The  bonds  grew 
stronger,  and  the  roles  we  played  within  the  school 
became  more  detailed  and  defined. 

Enter  Grade  Ten.  Departure  from  Middle  School  has 
put  us  all  in  a  new  light.  Less  group-work  and  more 
focus  on  the  individual.  Fewer  second  chances  and 
more  immersion  into  that  unforgiving  real  world. 
Unseen  pressures  mount  and  maturity  is  expected. 
Physical,  emotional,  and  spiritual  growth  occurs 
within  at  breakneck  speed;  faltering  and  outright  fail¬ 
ure  is  not  uncommon.  Experience  is  the  tool  by  which 
we  learn  our  most  important  lessons. 

Grade  Ten  at  Vancouver  College  has  fewer  enigmas 
than  the  previous  two  grades,  but  there  is  a  fright¬ 
ening  equivalent.  The  equivalent  is  direction,  the 
choosing  of  channels  to  flow  our  energies.  Choos¬ 
ing  a  direction  is  establishing  an  identity  and  setting 
aim  for  a  position  in  society.  It  is  seeking  out  doors 


to  open  and  pursuing  opportunities  to  tackle. 

Why  make  such  decisions  so  early  in  life,  some 
may  wonder.  The  truth  is  that  Grade  Ten  does 
not  demand  that  of  us.  Most  of  the  life-affecting 
decisions  that  we  will  make  will  be  made  later 
in  life.  Grade  10  is  a  bridge  between  dependence 
and  independence,  and  on  that  bridge  we  learn 
how  to  make  decisions  and  take  actions  that  shape 
our  individual  destinies. 

I  begin  to  realize  that  choices,  like  forks  in  the 
road,  exist  along  every  path.  I  have  to  ask  my¬ 
self  which  paths  will  result  in  dead-ends?  Which 
will  result  in  obstacles  or  tollbooths?  Which  will 
return  me  to  the  beginning?  Grade  Ten  is  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  an  exploration  of  these  paths  that  will 
continue  into  my  twenties.  The  development  of 
skills  and  interests  will  match  some  of  us  with 
our  vocations  immediately,  while  others  will 
search  for  aptitudes  that  will  lead  them  on  their 
journeys. 

We  are  a  community  of  friends  with  diverse  back¬ 
grounds,  but  we  share  in  a  distinct  Vancouver 
College  culture.  It  is  a  community  that  extends 
past  school  hours  in  sports  and  extra-curricular 
activities,  and  even  beyond  the  campus  with  our 
alumni.  It  is  something  of  immense  value,  a  tra¬ 
dition  of  excellence.  Our  self-discovery  is  made 
far  easier  by  the  second  family  that  we  each  have 
at  this  school. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  day  of  Grade  Ten,  I  looked 
upon  the  structure  that  would  become  my  sec¬ 
ond  home  for  a  third  year.  My  mind  is  not  clut¬ 
tered  with  anxiety  like  it  had  been  two  years  ago 
when  I  first  laid  eyes  on  Vancouver  College.  I 
have  grown  as  an  individual,  and  things  obscure 
and  ignored  are  now  clear  and  filled  with  mean¬ 
ing.  As  I  looked  upon  the  walls,  my  first  impres¬ 
sion  of  V.C.  was  interpreted.  I  see  the  faces  of 
seventy  years  of  students,  whose  destinies  were 
shaped  by  a  school  that  leads  its  students  on  the 
right  paths,  generations  of  students  with  a  com¬ 
mon  union.  I  see  myself  and  classmates  in  that 


wall,  our  contribution  vital  to  its  form.  It  is  a 
school  growing  with  each  new  student.  It  is  a 
school  being  built  with  the  bricks  of  our  promise.

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History  of  Football  at  Vancouver  College 


This  year’s  Varsity  Football  Team 
created  history  on  November  23, 
1991  at  B.C.  Place  when  they 
seized  the  B.C.  “A A”  Football  Provin¬ 
cial  Championship.  This  day’s  outstanding 
achievement  is  indeed  a  highpoint  in  the 
62  years  of  football  at  the  College.  Fa¬ 
miliar  with  the  longstanding  Fighting 
Irish  tradition,  only  a  few  players  know 
the  extent  of  its  history,  but  as  long  ago 
as  1929  V.C.  school  spirit  was  already  in¬ 
domitable. 

For  the  first  13  years,  the  Fighting  Irish 
played  the  games  by  Canadian  rules,  but 
realized  that  their  adversaries  could  not 
give  them  the  competition  they  needed. 
In  1942  the  College  switched  to  American 
rules  and  started  playing  American  teams 
like  Seattle’s  O'Dea. 

In  1946  the  team  finished  with  seven  wins 
and  one  loss.  Led  by  Head  Coach  Greg 
“Hardrock”  Kabat,  they  are  remembered 
as  one  of  the  school’s  greatest. 

Not  until  1956  did  Coaches  Fred  Owens 
and  Doug  Reid  lead  the  Irish  to  another 
seven-and-one  season.  Six  members  of  this 


team,  which  played  until  1958,  went  on 
to  play  professional  football,  including 
quarterback  Pete  Ohler  and  running  back 
Roy  Cameron,  the  only  person  to  have  his 
number  (8)  retired  at  V.C. 

In  1967  a  team  led  by  Coach  Pete  Ohler 
tied  Britannia  for  the  first  official  provin¬ 
cial  championship. 

Football  at  Vancouver  College  is  more 
than  a  passing  interest.  It  is  62  years  of 
tradition.  The  players  of  today  look  back 
and  remember  the  football  heroes  who 
wore  the  same  uniforms  and  trod  the  same 
fields.  They  find  that  the  experience  be¬ 
comes  part  of  them,  something  that  time 
cannot  take  away.  Once  a  part  of  the  Fight¬ 
ing  Irish,  always  a  part  of  the  Fighting 
Irish,  whether  player,  fan,  coach  or  man¬ 
ager. 

The  true  strength  of  the  Vancouver  Col¬ 
lege  Football  Team  comes  from  our  roots 
and  extends  into  our  dreams  that  we  can 
maintain  the  pride  and  spirit  of  Vancouver 
College.

Early  in  its  history  Vancouver  College 
established  itself  in  the  arena  of  high 
school  sports,  sparking  a  strong  school 
spirit  among  the  students. 

The  first  basketball  squad  of  V.C.  began  in  1928 
and  consisted  of  eight  determined  students  who 
played  such  formidable  opponents  as  Kitsilano, 
King  George,  Magee,  and  Britannia.  Although 
success  was  limited,  College’s  continued  effort 
showed  much  promise  for  the  future.  As  the  bas¬ 
ketball  program  progressed  so  did  student  in¬ 
volvement  and  interest.  In  a  short  time  V.C. 
proved  itself  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with,  and 
established  a  reputation  which  is  still  evident  to¬ 
day.  Determined  efforts  proved  to  be  success¬ 
ful,  and  by  the  1940’s  the  teams  were  venturing 
across  the  border  to  play  more  competitive  teams 
from  the  U.S. 

V  -  ,r~ 

Lack  of  competition  and  funding  forced  the  Col¬ 
lege  to  play  only  in  the  city  league  in  the  early 
’40’s  and  ’50’s  where  they  once  again  earned 
their  title  of  the  “Fighting  Irish”.  The  V.C.  team 
made  its  debut  in  the  BC  High  school  Tourna¬ 
ment  in  1946,  where  they  had  great  success, 
earning  two  all-star  positions  (Maury  Mulhern 
and  Brian  Mulhern)  and  a  most-valuable  player 
award  by  Maury  Mulhern.  The  V.C.  Junior 
Team  won  the  Junior  Championships  in  1947 
and  1948,  and  became  the  foundation  of  the  BC 
Senior  Championship  Team  of  1949. 

Previous  to  1950  our  Varsity  practised  in  Car- 
tier  Hall.  With  the  opening  of  the  new  gym  in 
1950  an  ambitious  program  of  Biddy  Basketball 
was  initiated  by  Br.  Malvey.  Essentially,  the 


Biddy  program  was  a  Grade  4-7  intramural  pro¬ 
gram,  operating  with  a  three-quarter  size  bas¬ 
ketball  and  six  feet  high  hoops.  Each  team  had 
its  own  coach  and  received  intensive  grounding 
in  the  game’s  fundamentals.  On  Saturdays  the 
gym  was  reserved  for  Biddy  participants  and 
many  of  the  teams  had  an  opportunity  to  play 
during  extended  half-times  of  Varsity  games. 
The  highlight  of  the  season  was  a  “Biddy  Night” 
where  all  teams  played  before  their  families  and 
friends,  and  awards  were  presented.  In  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Biddy  League  a  Midget  Program 
(Grades  7  and  8)  was  established  by  Br.  Kelly 
and  entered  a  squad  in  a  league  sponsored  and 
run  by  the  B.C.  Amateur  Basketball  Association. 
Our  Midget  all-star  teams  played  league  games 
against  club  teams,  and  won  15  Lower  Mainland 
titles  and  10  B.C.  Championships  between 
1956-1973.  These  two  programs  laid  the  founda¬ 
tions  and  provided  the  nucleus  for  the  power¬ 
house  teams  of  the  late  '50’s  and  ‘60’s.

Again  the  College  swept  the  championship  of 
1957,  and  in  1960  won  the  Lower  Mainland 
Tournament  and  then  the  BC  Championship.  In 
the  1962  and  1963  Lower  Mainland  Champion¬ 
ships  Neil  Williscroft  led  his  team  to  the  BC’s 
and  earned  himself  the  most-valuable  player 
award  in  1962  and  an  all-star  award  in  1963. 

V.C.  basketball  took  another  step  forward  win¬ 
ning  the  BC  Provincials  in  1967  and  visiting  the 
Provincials  several  more  times  in  the  next  dec¬ 
ade  and  a  half. 

By  the  opening  of  the  1980  season  V.C.  had  vis¬ 
ited  the  Provincials  30  times,  more  than  any 


other  school  in  British  Columbia,  a  record  ex¬ 
tended  to  33  in  1991.  By  1980  V.C.  had  played 
more  B.C.  Tournament  games  (92),  won  more 
than  any  other  school  (59)  and  earned  a  record 
5  B.C.  titles.  By  1991  this  winning  tradition  was 
extended  to  a  record  115  played  and  73  won. 
The  College  has  won  the  Lower  Mainland  a 
record  9  times  to  1991. 

After  two  hard  fought  seasons  in  1982  and  1983, 
the  year  of  1984  is  remembered  as  the  season 
of  “Just  Abouts”  as  the  “I”  were  knocked  out 
of  the  Lower  Mainland  Tournament  by  a  heart¬ 
breaking  two  point  loss,  ending  the  season  as 
Champs  of  the  Independent  School  League.  1985 
marked  another  league  championship  and  a  visit 
to  the  BC  Provincials.  In  1986  the  Irish  also  took 
the  Lower  Mainland  Championships  before  their 
upset  loss  at  the  BC’s.  The  1988  season  saw  the 
emergence  of  a  powerful  team  which  fought  its 
way  to  the  semi-finals  of  the  BC’s.  This  young 
team  again  visited  in  the  Agrodome  in  1989.

The  1991-92  Vancouver  College  Public  Speaking  Champion  Speech 
by  Jai  West 

Hockey:  A  Common  Passion 

Canadians:  quiet,  reserved,  but  not  at  a  hockey  game.  Isolated,  distinct  one  from  another,  but 
not  at  a  hockey  game.  Hockey  is  part  of  life  in  this  country.  Hockey  makes  Canada  feel  more 
Canadian. 

So  much  sets  Canadians  apart:  distance,  climate,  language.  What  links  us  seems  to  be  hopelessly 
overmatched:  power-lines,  rivers,  and  railways  cannot  create  bonds.  What  links  us  are  feelings, 
things  we  have  in  common,  things  we  care  about,  things  which  make  sense  for  us  out  of  who 
and  what  we  are.  It  is  the  game  of  hockey  that  brings  Canadians  together.  In  Canada  hockey 
is  an  instinct,  a  need,  an  expectation  passed  from  generation  to  generation.  Hockey  is  a  religion 
of  convenience  linking  communities  together,  town  to  town,  region  to  region,  for  young  and 
old  -  something  to  talk  about,  a  distraction  from  the  long  idle  winters.  Hockey  is  that  something 
to  share,  that  something  which  creates  and  strengthens  the  bonds.  Hockey’s  a  passion.  For  Ca¬ 
nadians  it  is  a  common  passion. 

We  often  seem  in  Canada  to  have  a  shortage  of  world  class  events:  wars  and  major  catastrophes, 
the  kinds  of  moments  that  make  time  stand  still,  that  give  you  reason  to  recall  where  you  were 
and  what  you  were  doing  -  JFK’s  assassination,  Neil  Armstrong  setting  foot  on  the  moon.  But 
only  one  Canadian  event  has  left  a  similar  trail  of  memory:  Paul  Henderson’s  goal  with  34  se¬ 
conds  to  go  that  won  the  Canada/Russia  series.  It  was  the  most  incredible  hockey  series  ever 
played,  pitting  the  best  professional  talent  from  Canada  against  the  finest  from  the  Soviet  Union 

-  an  eight  game  extravaganza  between  the  world’s  hockey  super-powers. 

Moscow,  1946.  The  first  hockey  game  ever  played  in  the  Soviet  Union.  They  learned  how  to 
skate  from  a  game  called  Bandi.  They  were  so  far  behind  us,  we  thought  they  could  never  catch 
up.  While  we  summered  on  golf  courses,  they  trained,  more  hours  a  day,  more  months  a  year. 
How  good  could  they  be?  We  never  cared  to  find  out. 

1972,  the  Canada/Russia  Series.  We  knew  we  were  the  best,  but  more  importantly  the  world 
had  to  know.  There  is  much  that  is  special  about  Canada,  surrounded  by  countries  richer,  older, 
and  more  powerful,  but  we  cling  to  every  symbol.  In  1972  nothing  could  have  meant  that  much, 
but  to  Canada  it  did. 

The  Russians  exposed  us  so  utterly;  playing  a  different  way,  they  made  us  see  our  game  for 
the  first  time.  The  game,  the  series,  that  fundamental  something  hockey  meant  to  Canadians 
was  being  taken  away.  Then  with  one  last  desperate  attempt,  everyone  in  it  together,  faces  and 
players  alike,  that  magic  moment  in  time:  “Henderson  makes  a  wild  stab  for  it.  Henderson! 
Henderson  has  scored  for  Canada!"  That  moment,  forever  written  in  Canadian  hearts.  We  had 
won!  We  as  Canadians  had  won. 

Now  the  Soviet/Canada  hockey  war  is  over.  The  rivalry  is  gone.  Almost  twenty  years  after  the 
’72  series  the  Russians  allowed  their  stars  to  join  the  NHL.  The  mystique  of  defeating  the  Soviets 
is  gone.  Oh,  sure  we’ll  play  them  again,  but  look  around.  The  Berlin  Wall  is  down,  the  dom¬ 
ination  of  the  Communist  Party  is  history.  It’s  a  far  better  world  now  and  because  of  it,  the 
game  will  never  be  the  same.  Yet  hockey  no  longer  holds  the  monopoly  of  time  and  attention 
it  once  held  in  this  country.  There  are  now  so  many  other  ways  to  tame  and  escape  the  winter, 
yet  if  water,  pavement,  airways  and  steel  are  instruments  of  community,  so  is  a  hockey  rink. 

Hockey  is  part  of  life  in  this  country  -  kids  wanting  to  make  it,  fans  wanting  to  cheer  and  people 
wanting  to  hope  and  to  have  a  sense  of  belonging.  Hockey  is  our  common  passion. 

On  the  ice  there  are  no  issues.  Canadians  are  as  one.  No  differences  between  English  and  French 

-  Gretzky  to  Lemieux.  It  is  what  links  us  together  that  is  more  important,  not  what  separates 
us.  What  is  important  are  the  things  we  have  in  common,  things  we  care  about,  things  we  share, 
things  we  are  proud  of.  Hockey  is  that  thing.  For  all  Canadians  it  is  a  passion,  a  common  passion. 


After  all  Grade  10-12  students  delivered  their  prepared  speeches  in 
their  classes  as  part  of  the  English  curriculum  a*  Vancouver  College, 
the  Annual  V.C.  High  School  Public  Speaking  Contest  was  held  on 
December  10.  Thirty  students  voluntarily  entered  the  contest 
The  first  place  winners  for  each  grade  competed  for  the  V.C.  Public 
Speaking  Championship  Trophy,  and  the  title  this  year  was  claimed 
by  Jai  West.  Congratulations  to  all  participants  and  winners  for  their 
excellent  performances.

onfederatioE  of  a  Community 

July  1,  1867.  Confederation.  It 
seems  those  two  go  together  perfectly.  Indeed 
it  was  on  that  glorious  day  dial  Canada  be¬ 
came  a  nation.  The  birth  of  this  nation  brought 
together  a  new  community  and  sparked  a 
spirit  of  brotherhood.  As  this  year,  1992, 
marks  the  125th  anniversary  of  Canada’s 
Confederation,  it  also  marks  the  70th  anniv¬ 
ersary  of  Vancouver  College’s  own  confed¬ 
eration. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  five  years  ago,  the 
Fathers  of  Confederation  brought  together  this 
great  nation  and  made  it  one.

We  cher¬ 
ish  being  ourselves,  but  we  also  need  to  belong 
to  something  larger  than  ourselves.  There  is  so 
much  to  discover  and  explore,  and  it  is  more 
rewarding  to  pursue  this  knowledge  as  a  com¬ 
munity  while  maintaining  our  individualities. 

Similarly,  Vancouver  College-  is  special  for  what 


it  is.  Instead  of  bringing  together  people  from  iden¬ 
tical  backgrounds,  it  brings  together  people  from 
many  different  communities.  Like  Canada,  V.C. 
is  attractive  because  of  the  opportunities  for  one 
to  excel  and  grow  as  individuals  and  as  a  group, 
not  just  in  the  classrooms  or  in  the  sports’  arenas, 
but  in  life  itself.

Tribute  to  Christopher  Columbus 

Many  controversial  and  perturbing 
questions  asked  by  educated  historians  and 
scholars  have  attacked  the  credibilities  of 
Christopher  Columbus’s  authenticity  on  the 
findings  brought  about  during  the  voyage  to 
and  from  the  New  World.  Was  Columbus  the 
first  European  to  reach  the  Caribbean  Islands 
or  other  New  World  shores?  Can  we  really 
say  that  Columbus  “discovered”  anything, 
since  the  lands  he  visited  were  already  inhab¬ 
ited  by  millions  of  people?  Questions  such 
as  these  are  naive  and  based  upon  technical¬ 
ities,  and  demote  Columbus’  hard  earned 
fame.  What  is  certain  is  that  Columbus’s  voy¬ 
ages,  beginning  in  1492,  marked  a  change 
in  prevailing  views  of  the  world.  This  change 
was  for  the  better  of  mankind. 

The  coming  of  the  present  year,  1992,  sym¬ 
bolizes  the  500th  anniversary  year  since 
Christopher  Columbus  began  his  persevered 
voyages  to  the  unknown.  When  Columbus 
cast  off  into  the  unfamiliar  waters  of  the  At¬ 
lantic  Ocean,  many  believed  his  expedition 
to  the  New  World  was  a  deathwish.  Many 


unspeakable  dangers  lurked  in  the  waters  of  the 
Atlantic  Ocean:  dangers  such  as  whether  or  not 
he  was  going  to  return  from  his  voyages  because 
the  people  of  his  time  believed  he  was  sailing 
downward  into  nothingness;  or  whether  he  was 
to  be  maliciously  devoured  by  legendary'  mon¬ 
sters  from  the  sonorous,  dark  caverns  of  the  sea- 
world.  Despite  the  ominous  predictions  fore¬ 
casted  by  the  people  of  his  time,  Columbus,  a 
man  of  great  confidence,  cast  off  into  the  un¬ 
known.  He  did  so  in  1492  out  of  curiosity,  pat¬ 
riotism,  and  determination  to  find  the  mystical 
passageway  to  Asia  in  search  of  fabled  riches. 
As  we  all  know,  Columbus  did  not  find  the  wa¬ 
ter  route  to  Asia.  Instead  he  mistakenly  stum¬ 
bled  upon  the  gateway  to  the  New  World.  This 
historic  event  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new 
era,  the  era  of  exploration. 

Because  of  the  historic  expeditions  of  Christo¬ 
pher  Columbus,  many  later  significant  achieve¬ 
ments  by  others  have  bettered  the  future  of 
mankind.  Columbus  proved  that  the  world  was 
indeed  round.  This  gave  confidence  and  assur¬ 
ance  to  explorers  who  were  encouraged  by  the 
successful  expeditions  of  Columbus.  As  a  result, 
mapmaking  and  the  study  of  geography  flour¬ 


ished.,  and  the  finding  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  by  Vasco 
Nunez  de  Balboa  followed.  The  spreading  of  the 
Christian  Gospel  in  the  New  World,  and  numerous 
other  achievements  came  through  the  success  of 
Columbus’s  expeditions. 

Christopher  Columbus  was  a  man  of  great  knowl¬ 
edge,  pride,  ami  perseverance.  He  was  indeed  the 
master  mariner,  the  voyageur  of  the  unknown,  and 
the  bold  adventurer.  The  success  of  his  voyages 
has  unlocked  the  gateway  to  new  discoveries.  As 
we  reach  the  year  1992,  it  is  appropriate  to  give 
Christopher  Columbus  untainted  credit  for  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  the  New  World  during  his  500th  anniv¬ 
ersary  celebration.
